1S/S1, PRINCIPALITY OF SEALAND (Once Claimed To Be A DXCC Entity) 


Do you remember this one? A former UK anti-aircraft tower/fort (called Roughs Tower) 
located in the North Sea was occupied by a retired army major Roy Bates and his family in 
1967. Major Bates declared the fort an independent sovereign state from the UK and renamed it 
Sealand on September 2, 1967. Bates established Sealand as a nation in 1975. Sealand had its 
own con- stitution, flag, National Anthem, stamps, passports and currency. There were even a 
few DXpeditions to Sealand - 1SLA1 (2000 by a Dutch group) and S1A (1982 by a German 
group). However, it has been reported that Major Bates passed away on October 9th, at the age 
of 91 in a care home in Leigh- on-Sea, Essex, after a long battle with Alzheimer's. His wife 
Joan is now expected to take over the rule of Sealand.
